The Allies’ Dilemma. 
The Prime Minister s speech at Birming- 


ham on Saturday was devoted largely to 


the question of the German indemnity. 


He began by harking back to the three 


principles which he had laid down 


before the last general election. In 
the first place, Germany was morally 


responsible for the war; therefore, 


she was morally bound to pay for 
it. In the second place, while her 
liability was virtually unlimited, she 
could not be expected to pay beyond her 
marimum capacity. Finally, she must not 
be allowed to discharge her debts in a 


way which might cause more harm to her 


creditors than to herself. The Premier 
proceeded to defend the details of the Paris 


agreement, Germany was in sore straits, 
She had lost her colonies, Alsace-Lorraine, 


the Saar Valley, and her mercantile 


marine. Moreover, she was in danger of 


losing Silesia. Consequently, her people 
were demoralised, and her economy was 


confused to such an extent that the Allies 
had decided to fix the first instalments of 
the indemnity at a fairly low figure. The 
German people, however, were great, in- 
telligent, and hard-working, and, without 
a doubt, would become prosperous again.

The first year of American prohibition 
has run its course, and the advocates and 


opponents of the measure have been weigh- | 
ing the results. It is natural, perhaps, | 


that the Prohibition Commissioner should 
incline to be optimistic about the results 
of his task, but his intimate knowledge 


of the facts lends great weight to his ' 
opinion. He believes that, though it would | 


be anything but true to describe the 
United States as “dry” during the past 
year, the habit of doing without alcohol— 
if such a thing as a negative habit can be 
assumed—already is getting a grip on the 


American people. The conditions under 
which men drank in the United States—at 
all events, in the great majority of the 
States and outside: the great cities 
of the Eastern seaboard—made the coming 
of prohibition a smoother matter than was 
generally expected in countries where 


the most part the American was a clan- 


destine drinker. He did not conceal his | 
potations from the law, but he concealed | 


them from his wife—that is to say, he, 
concealed them not so much from his | 
wife's knowledge as from her eye. Western | 
and Middle-Western Americans seldom | 
had liquor in their houses or served | 
at table to their guests. The arrival | 
o: prohibition made a big change in the | 
habits of those families in which liberal 
ideas prevailed. Since it was no longer | 
possible to drink in club or saloon, wine 
and whiskey began to make their appear- 
ance on the dining-table. On the other 
hand, where the spirit of prohibition had 


ruled strongly in the home, alcohol simply 
disappeared from the lives of the male 
members of the family; and, as the 
Americans were for the most part quite 
temperate in the consumption of liquor, 
few suffered greatly in the process. The 
dreadful pangs of the drinker unable to 
siake his thirst have been alway» exag- 
gerated for propagandist and artistic pur- 

. On the other hand, the influence of 
prohibition on crime has been lamentable. 
While in the United Kingdom, for 
example, we have a vast proletariat and a 
comparatively small under-world, the 
United States has no true proletariat and 
an under-world that defies imagination. 
The only inhabitants of the United States 
that can be described with truth as pro- 
letariat are the alien immfgrants. For a 
period of years these men and women re- 
tain something of their European status, 
but gradually one of two things happens. 
to them. They submerge into the gigantic 
under-world of criminal cosmopolitanism 
oy they pass through the crucible of 
strenuous endeavour and emerge as equal 
and independent citizens of the American 
Commonwealth. That prohibition has 
tended to drive a good many of these 
citizens-in-the-making downward instead of 
upward the evidence goes far to prove ; yet 
to condemn American prohibition because it 
has had this immediate result would be 
foolish. It is on ultimate results alone 
that it must be judged, and years must 
pass before those ultimate results mani- 
fest themselves. It will not be enough to 
claim that prohibition is a success because 
it has been successfully imposed or gener- 
ally tolerated. Positive and undeniable 
benefits to American civilisation must he 
shown before other countries can be ex- 
pected to consider the application of a

In the course of an interview whicli a repre- 
sentative of the Press Association had on Satur- 
lay with Mr. A. R. Kidner (Assistant Secretary 
of the Post Office), in charge of the telephone 
branch, certain discrepancies were explained. It 
was pointed out that with reference to the rates 
from London to Belfast, Dublin, and Cork, 
under the present scale, an additional charge 
of ls. 6d. was made on the distance, because 
the use of a cable is involved. Under the new 
rates, a charge of ls. only is made on acoount 
of cable services, but the charge for mileage was 
increased, and the charge to Belfast was 8s. 6d., 
to Dublin 7s. 6d.. and to Cork 9s. 6d., omittin 
the 14d. local fee in each case. The presen 
charge for these three towns, including the 
ls. 6d. for the cable, was 7s. 4d., 8s. 8d., and 
10s. 8d. respectively. 

“If the Post (Uffice figures are correct,” said 
the interviewer, “ there is an increase under the 
new rates in the case of Belfast, but an actual 
decrease in the cases of Dublin and Cork. Has 
the charge of 1s. for the cabling been included 
in these figures?” 

Mr. Kidner replied that’ it had. 

- In that case are not the agg, “so under the 
existing scale overchargesP' was the next ques- 
tion. 

“Not an overcharge exactly,” eaid Mr. 
Kidner. “TI ia simply that a different basis has 
been taken. We calculated from London to the 
cable-head in the case of Dublin, and from the 
cable-head again to the terminal exchanyo, 
which, in the case of Cork, means a good bit. 
In calculating the news rate we take the dis- 
tance as the crow flies, which was not the case 
before. Wo have applied the principle of dis- 
tance uniformity.”’ 

“ There is not very much traffic from Lonflén 
to these places. especially Cork,’ said Mr 
Kidner. in reply to a further question. “If it 
had not been for the fact that traffic is rather 
light, we might have had to consider special 
charges for places in the South of Ireland.”

“Let, us 
stop talking about this Home Rule. It is not 
what we ever meant by Home Rule when oppos- 
ing Home Rule. It is Ulster’s self-government, 
and we are not going to be children, and we 
we are not going to say we are not going to 
work it. We are going to work it, and we are 
going to work it successfully. (Applause.) And 
my own belief is that the South and West will 
very soon begin to get jealous when they see us 
at work, and say, “‘ Could we*not get the.same 
sort of thing?” Oh, yes, they can get the same 
sort-of thing when they begin to think more of 
proper government, and more of the effects of 
loyalty, and more of the effects of peace; more 
of their own country, and less of America. 
Now you have to set up this Government. Do 
not go asleep about it. I believe you will have 
the writs for the elections probably before you 
know where you are. Get cae (Applause.) 
Do not be taken unawares, and do not imagine 
that you can keep what you have got without 
looking after it. There are lots of enemies 
still. Why, they are already in England and 
Scotland—particularly in England—trying to 
bring us back into the arena of their politics. 
They are already beginning to raise the quéstion 
in this form—* Withdraw your police, withdraw 
your soldiers from Ireland, and give Ireland 
what she wants.” (Voices—“ Neyer,” and 
“What does she want?”) I would like to be 
able to give a prize for the best essay written 
»y everybody in the South and West of Ireland 
vs to what Ireland wants. (Laughter, and a 
voiee—" They want Ulster.”) They would not 
be bothered with anything unless they got 
Ulster. That is the plum. (A voice—* They 
will never get it.”) Now you will have a great 
deal to do in relation to this Ulster Parlia- 
ment, or Northern Parliament as it is called, I 
think, in the Act of Parliaaent. You 
will be a great power. Labour in Belfast can 
do almost anything in relation to the constitu- 
encies there. Exercise your power fully, but 
exercise it with moderation. Take the best 
men, and not the most extreme men; because, 
believe me, you get more social reform and 
more progress by a gradual action than by put- 
ting forward the most revolutionary action. 

ADVICE TO LABOUR, 

Sir Edward went on to say that when the 
Government of Ireland Bill was going through 
the House of Commons he had grave doubts as 
to whether Labour ought not to be a reserve 
service. He saw some of them upon that eub- 
ject, and he took cownsel with those beloved 
colleagues of his, the Labour members from 
Belfast, who had become his dearest friends; but 
it was decided—and he was not eure that he 
altogether agreed with the view himself—that 
it was better to leave the bill as it was. And 
so they would have, in their Parliament, to 
deal with Labour questions. There were only 
one or two observations he wanted to make 
about that. In the first place, said Sir Edward, 
I want to give you this bit of advice, and I dm 
not doing it because of any compliments Labour 
in England have ever paid me, but I tell you 
this, as far as you go, I would advise you to 

hand in hand with Labour legislation in 
Great Britain. (Hear, hear.) fou cannot 
really, in these matters, look upon Labour as a 
local matter. (Hear, hear.) Take your ship- 


“= building, which is a great industry here. You 


cannot look at shipbuilding here as something 
different from shipbuilding on the Clyde or on 
the Mersey: you cannot have different con- 
ditions and hours and wages, without going in 
for a kind of competition in labour, which would 
be absolutely disastrous. Therefore, I say, if 
my advice is of any use, as far as possible go 
hand in hand with Great Britain in labour 
legislation. Of course, circumstances and con- 
ditions—and that is one of the advant of 
having your own Parliament—are not always 
, the same, and you will, therefore, have to app 

your knowledge of local conditions to uh 
action .as you have to take in your House of 
‘Commons. Well, then, you will not be offended 
with me if I say this—never adopt the policy 
of &illing the goose that lays the golden egg 
(Hear hear.) was speaking the other evening 
in Torquay to a very ange audience, and I laid 
this down as my view of what Labour was en- 
titled to—and certainly, after what Labour did 
in the war, mo one can ever again dissociate 
them from any advantages that can accrue in 
this country from the victory which they, with 
the other classes of the community, gained for 
us in France and Flanders. (Applause.) What 
1 laid down was this, and it is my view, whether 
you like it or not—I say that Labour is entitled, 
as a minimum, to tlhe maximum that the in- 
dustry can afford, for the moment you try to 
go beyond that you are pursuing the policy of 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg. (Ap- 
plause.) 

UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

There was another matter that he would like 
to talk about for a moment.

Fm, He 
could imagine the very best of labour being 
haunted with the idea, in those cycles. of de- 
pression ‘of trade which come and go larly,

Mr. John M. Andrews, D.L., who presided, 
said that the debt they owed to Sir Edward 
Carson could never be paid. He had saved 
them, they all knew, from the horrors associ- 
ated with an attempt to coerce them into a 
Dublin Parliament, and he had gained for 
friend and foe alike a Parliament of their own, 
which it was their duty to strive to make a 
success.

SIR EDWARD CARSON. 


Sir Edward Carson next addressed the meet- 
ing. He said that, standing there, he could not 
help thinking of how much his old friends, the 
Right Hon. Thomas Andrews, the Right Hon. 
Thomas Sinclair, and many others did when 
they were first threatened with being put 
under a Sinn Fein Parliament in Dublin. Those 
men were really the pioneers of the victory 
which they were reaping to-day from their 
work.  Alluding to the flag that had been un- 
furled, Sir Edward said that the reason why 
they fought for the Union Jack was because 
it was symbol of the Government under 
which they lived. It was the symbol 
of the Government of the great Empire 
over which the King ruled, and in 
every part of which, under hie rule, every man 
was assured of that liberty which was won by 
their ancestors. In other parts of Ireland, he 
continued, they want to raise another flag.

assassination, and I tell them that, so far from 
proving themselves heroes they are daily show- 
ing themselves barbarous cowards by shooting 
honest policemen and executive officers; who are 
merely trying to do their duty in the preser- 
vation of peace and order, for the benefit of 
the whole community, over which they are put 
as executive officers.

* ADVICE OF NEW ZEALAND 
MINISTER. 


The Hon. F. M. B. Fisher, who was the Minis- 
ter of Customs in the New Zealand Parliament 
from 1912 to 1915, delivered. an address in 
reference to the new Ulster Parliament in the 
Ulster Reform Club, Belfast. Referring to the 
results of the Government of Ireland Act, he 
said that there was one important thing which 
he was very glad to notice had not been lost 
sight of, and@hat was that Ulster was now to 
become one of the gems of the throne of 
Empire. '' You are to assume Dominion obliga- 
tions,” he added, towards not merely Great 
Britain, but all the sister Dominions beyond the 
seas.” (Applause.) If they were wise, and if 
they took advantage of the Constitution which 
had been afforded them, they would remain—es 
he believed they ought to remain—more loyal to 
one another during the next two years than 
ever they had done before. They would thus 
aim a more deadly blow at what was known as 
the Sinn Fein terror than the whole power of 
the British Empire could aim in Iréland. Allud- 
ing to Ulster’s new position, he reminded them 
that the overseas Dominioris were granted eelf- 

overnment mainly because they were loyal. 
They would not in times past have been granted 
it if they had not been loyal.

DR. COHALAN’S PLAIN 
SPEAKING. 


THE REPUBLICAN CLAIM 
EXAMINED. 


SOUTHERN ELECTION AND 
THE NEW ACT. 


Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Cork, in his Lenten Pastoral indicts 
the Republican policy in remarkable terms. He 
says:—The validity of a proclamation of an 
Irish Republic, according to the teaching of 
the Church, is a very impoftant point for con- 
sideration. If Ireland is a Sovereign State, she 
has the right to use physical force, but if not, 
physical force is unlawful. The Holy Father 
has made no pronouncement specifically on. this 
Irish question. The question is—was the 
proclamation of an Irish Republic by Sinn Fein 
members of Parliament, after the last Genera! 
Election, sufficient to constitute Ireland a Re- 
public? According to our Church’s teaching, 
the answer is that it was not. The resolution o/ 
Dail Eireann could hardly pretend to include 
North-East Ulster. The proposition that a new 
sovereign State could be established in that 
way would strike at the stability of all States. 
If the Parliamentary majority after the last 
election was able to set up a Republic, a pos- 
sible majority after the next election could 
overthrow it. What if North-East Ulster de- 
clared itself a Republic? What if Connaught, 
Leinster, and Munster declared themselves Re- 
publics? What if, at every alternate election, 
they declared for Union and Republics? How- 
ever we may desire a position of absolute inde- 
pendence for our country, we cannot hold that 
the proclamation of Dail Eireann constituted 
Ireland a sovereign State, and, while fighting 
for freedom, we must be on our guard against 
erroneous principles, which might endanger the 
unity of Ireland at some later period. Proceed- 
ing, Dr. Cohalan denies the right of all nations, 
heretofore part of a greater monarchy, to be- 
come, by the mere proclamation of the principle 
of “ self-determination,”’ a sovereign State, 
with the right to kill servants of the Crown 
and to destroy Crown property. This would 
not be in accordance with Church teaching, 
and, put into practice, it leads to sin, to injury, 
to murder. @ physical force policy is unlaw- 
ful, and, whenever tried in the past, has failed 
to restore Ireland's freedom. 

PHYSICAL FORCE CONDEMNED, 

But it must be said, in bare truth, that 
government by physical force, and the con- 
tinued denial of the legitimate demands 
of this country are the cause of the physical 
force movement of this country. All that wae 
required in order to put an end to this strife 
and establish the friendliest relations between 
Ireland and England was, that effect be given 
to the principles proclaimed’ by statesmen 
during the war. i 

The public conscience had been terribly 
shocked by the execution, in Cork Barracks, 
of Cornelius Daly, of Kerry, for the mere 
possession of a revolver. Now observe this son- 
trast. Mr. Coleman, Eugene O'Connell, the 
bey Hanlon, the Delanys were murdered hy 
servants of the Crown within the last few 
months, and no effort was made to trace and 
punish the murderers. Canon Magner was 
murdered by a servant of the Crown. A great 
part of the City of Cork was burned at the 
same time by Crown agents, and no one has 
been punished. The Government is even with- 
holdin General Strickland’s report.

PROHIBITION OR PICKLES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—You will, doubtless, remember, among 
the grim humours of the European War at the 
time when the German seubmarine warfare 
began in rea] earnest, how a cry went up in 
the British Islands for food economy, and héw 
we began to stint ourselves and eat rhubarb 
leaves. On that memorable occasion Sir Ed- 
ward Carson taught us all an admirable lesson 
in common-sense, and pointed out that a far 
more rational form of food economy was to 
increase our home-grown supplies. To this 
lesson we owe in no small measure the remark- 
able growth of allotments and the willingness 
among all classes of farmers, even those of 
Leicestershire and Meath, to plough up prime 
pasture land—one of the least appreciated 
sacrifices of the war. The big war, thank God, 
is over; but the horrors of peace are upon us, 
and we are all anxious “to make the plagues 
afflicting us things past.” The worst of these 
is, doubtless, taxgtion. Suppose, for the sake 
of argument, that the Government of Ireland 
Act is put into force and North and South 
Ireland agree upon prohibition. We may 
become soberer, but our Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer will yearn for the good old days when 
Guinness brewed and Dunville did distil and 
they both paid E.P.D. 

There are heretics who believe, foolishly, 
perhaps, that the gospel of prohibition is a 
sham and an hypocrisy, and that the end of 
sobriety fails to justify, at least in Ireland, so 
devastating a means. What alternative can 
be. suggested? Your heretical correspondent 
knows that prohibition is not upon the tapis 
in South Ireland, but the removal of the em- 
bargo upon Canadian cattle is a matter of 
tranquil agitation in the modern Beotia that 
Sir Hamar Greenwood would fain persuade us 
is Jeaping in the womb of time.. Our large 
farmers, breeders, fatteners, and graziers say— 
how sincerely who can tell?—that they cannot 
stand by and see their weaker brethreh who live 
by raising store cattle deprived of their means 
of existence. But the store cattle trade of 
Ireland is no weakling and can hold its own, 
for a time at any rate, with Canada’s export- 
able surplus—a surplus that is not a tropical 
plant like Jonah’s gourd, calculated to spring 
up to full maturity in a night, or yet like 
the whale that swallowed the minor prophet 
in one gulp. Could not we employ the interval 
in trying to develop the cultivation of fruit 
and vegetables among those of our peasant 
proprietors who might be hardest hit—the cul- 
tivation of a taste among the rising generation 
for a diet in which fruit and vegetables can 
play a more gs. Bas by these 
means, nature’s artful dodges, rather than by 
prohibition, slowly but surely strangle the 
demon of drink; while we give all our wicked 
brewers and distillers time to mend the error 
of their ways before they must turn their 
vats into pickling tubs and their. barrels into 
packing cases, or, if they prefer the alterna- 
tive, go hence and be no more seen ?—Yours, 
“8.

‘STERLING EXCHANGE AND THE 
PRICE OF GOLD. 
From time to time inquiries are 
the effect of the improvement in the sterling- 
dollar exchange upon the value of gold, 
consequently upon the prices of South African 
Gold Mining shares. Naturally, shareholders 
are somewhat nervous, the more so, perhaps, 
because it is impossible for anybody to give 
them definite assurance. The question involves 
af least two factors—exchange and gold mining, 
beth very complex sciences and businesses—and 
it is unreasonable to expect that one man shall 
be an expert on exchange, and equally able to 
envisage the future of gold mining. Neverthe- 
less, we (Stock Exchange Gazette) think it is 
possible to answer the questions broadly. We 
believe that the tendency of dollar exc hange will 
be to decline, and, as dollar exchange will con- 
tinue largely to goverh the commercial price of 
gold, the latter also will fall. But we do not 
think that there is any prospect of dollar ¢x- 
change receding to the pre-war parity or any- 
where near it, consequently we do not fear that 
the price of gold, at any early date, will suffer a 
severe slump, but shareholders must be pre- 
pared for diictuations and occasional alarms. 
On the other hand, we think there is good 
reason to expect & considerable reduction in the 
working expenses of the gold mines, The very 
influences which will tend to lower dollar ex- 
change will help to reduce the prices of 
materials of all kinds, and, inferentially, the 
cost of labour should. decline. The difficult 
points to determine are whether the deciine in 
expenses W will be in ratio with the fall in the 
price of gold, and whether other factors at pre- 
sent acolo ages will eome into greater in. 
fluence. is only possible to speak in broad 
terms. We are inclined to expect a fairly close 
relationship between the decline in costs and in 
gold prices, which would mean that, provided 
mine managers exert all possible efforts toward 
economy, and pro’ ided, also, that shareholde ra

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that eself- 
sacrifice lay at the heart of Christ’s religion. 
Self-sacrifice, im fact, was the key to the 
character of Jesus Christ. The word duty meant 
the same as the word debt, and both meant 
something that was owed.. It was the sense of 
duty that was called out in a crisis like the 
greet war. As & general rule, men and women 
thought a ‘great deal too little of the body to 
which they belonged and a great deal too much 
of themselves; but in a crisis when, for example, 
the country was threatened by a foreign enemy, 
the thought of the country loomed larger and 
larger. he idea fired their imegination and 
made self seom mean and unworthy, and eo it 
was that great deeds of self-sacrifice were 
wrought. They were commemorating that day 
their brothers who FR their duty in that way. 
Those brothers would claim no credit for doing 
They would tell them that they 
else: their country called and 
they just obeye Although it was true that 
their country expected every man to do his 
duty, yet they could not help expressing their 
pride and appreciation, when men they knew 
had given their lives as a ransom for them. 
Had they and others not died, those at home 
would have endured worse then death. Theit 
readiness to die formed a human bulwark which 
Germany could not pierce. They must, of 
course, be fair to all, The same sentiment of

duty and loyalty animated thousands who had. 


returned in safety. They made no comparison 
between the survivors and the killed; they were 
both ready to die, but only some of them were 
called upon to make the last sacrifice, and that 
was why they dared to single out the dead 
from the living, not that they were braver, not 
that they were more dutiful, but because upon 
them it hed been laid to typify by tneir dying 
the readiness of all to die 

After the Morning Service the Archbishop ad- 
ministered Holy Communion, and pronounced 
the Benediction.
